scene. 
Both

ington. 
Has Few Visitors 
This itinerary is similar to the 
one drafted for his trip to Boston, 
and to that for his whirlwind trip 
into eastern Tennessee the past 
week end. 
On his Boston trip,

Washington 
Sunday night and make but two 
stops— at Springfield and Worces­ 
ter— before detraining at Newton-

ATTEMPTS HAVE been 
made 
recently by Democratic speakers 
to leave an im pression 
th at

the American cost of producing 
the same article. 
A ‘'com petitive” 
tariff, the 
Democratic 
candidate 
calls it.

W ere these producers 
driven out of business, the price

14. Although unfavorable 
wea­ 
ther cut gate receipts down 
to

have been, and caused a deficit in 
the treasury, the fair was regard­ 
ed aa a m arked success from the 
standpoint of num ber and excel­ 
lence of exhibits. 
There were 237 exhibitors at 
the fair this year, Mr. Thomas re­ 
ported, and there were 1,332 en­ 
tries.

was the dairy cattle division, 
in 
which there were 84 entries.

and urged the members to show 
their interest in fair affairs by 
attending m eetings and elections 
which do much to shape the pol­ 
icy of the fair entertainm ent pro- 
grom. Total receipts of the 1928 
fair were $4,852,99, and expen­ 
ditures, Including perm anent im­ 
provements, am ounted 
to 
$9,- 
316.62, leaving a deficit of 
$4,- 
462.68 to be taken care of by the 
county board’s appropriation. 
Giving an outline of his activi­ 
ties for the past year, County ag­ 
ricultural agent Lee Stewart told 
of the progress made in dairying, 
which was one of the m ajor proj­ 
ects in his work thus far. He said

Two carloads, one of 17

Manitowoc county by the county 
agent, working through an

ganized breeders association, and 
the m ajor part of these purchases 
were financed by the agricultural 
credit corporation. 
In addition, 
there were a num ber of 
anim als 
purchased independently of 
the 
carload lots. 
Mr. 
Stewart 
said 
that he already had 
orders 
on 
file for a half dozen more 
cows, 
and hoped to bring In 
another 
carload this fall. 
The expansion of local 
m ar­ 
kets. calling for more milk pro­ 
duction, was one of the 
factors 
listed by the county agent as an 
incentive to increased interest in 
dairying. Farm ers are sure of a 
good m arket for milk. and prof­ 
its are assured when tho herd is 
of good quality and feeding 
is 
right. One of the dairy projects 
outlined for the near fu tu re Is a 
cow 
testing 
association, 
Mr. 
Stewart said, and he has already 
taken steps to line up 
a capable 
man for the Job. 
The poultry business also took 
a decided upward trend

German Zeppelin’s World Flight 
Will Be Aided By U. S. Gas, Men 


•Y C. B| DICKSON 
(Associated Press 8taff Writer) 
Washington (ZP)—Success of the 
proposed around the world flight 
of the new giant Zeppelin LZ-127, 
scheduled to fly from Frederick- 
■haven, Germany, to the naval air 
station at Lakehurst, N. J., during 
the next few days, largely depends 
upon the facilities made available 
in this country. 
Special fuel and gas for bouyan- 
cy are necessary for the long jour­ 
ney and American naval lighter- 
than-air craft experts already have 
made considerable preparation for 
the reception 
of the 
dirigible, 
which Is expected to cruise over 
this country to the Pacific coast 
before a final decision ie reached 
as to the feasibility of the globe 
circling flight. 
One million cubic feet of a spe­ 
cially prepared fuel gas of a dens­ 
ity slightly heaver than air, and 
large quantities of 
hydrogen 
to 
buoy the craft have been ordered 
to Lakehurst, where the airship is 
to moor after a flight of about 4,b00 
miles across western Europe and 
the Atlantic ocean. 
The special 
gas is being manufactured from 
natural gas at Louisville. 
Arrangements uro boing made to 
pick from the personnel of the Los 
Angeles un auxiliary crew to re­ 
lieve the 40 officers and men des­ 
tined to fly the largest Zeppelin 
ever constructed on the third west­ 
ward trans-Atlantic flight of a rigid 
airship. 
Mooring 
facilities 
at 
Detroit, 


Fort Worth, 
San Diego, 
Camp 
I»wis, Washington and at Hono­ 
lulu are being surveyed by the 
navy, as it is probable that those 
places will be visited by the air­ 
ship. 
Although the navy mooring 
mast at San Diego has been order­ 
ed dismantled, it is 
planned 
to 
erect a stub mast 60 feet high, such 
as used by the Los Angeles when 
she made her flight to the Canal 
Zone last winter, for the use of the 
LZ-127. 
Comm. Garland Fulton, chief of 
the Ughter-than-alr craft section of 
tho naval bureau of aeronautics, is 
expected to return from Fredrichs- 
haven to complete finul arrange­ 
ments for the airship’s visit. 
Lieut. Comm. C. E. Rosendahl, 
commander of tho 
Ix>s Angeles, 
has been designated by the navy 
department to roturn to America 
aboard the big ship, recently chris­ 
tened the Graf Zeppelin. 
These men constitute the navy's 
best rigid airship authorities, and 
they have been making a study of 
tim new Zeppelin in order to use 
tho knowledge gained in the con­ 
sideration of bids for the construc­ 
tion of two 6,500,000 cubic feet air­ 
ships for the navy. 
According to the most definite 
figures available in this country, 
the LZ-127 Is 771 feet long. 
Her 
diameter is IOO feet; width, 106 
feet, and her total height Is 111 
feet. She has a volume of 3,708,970 
cubic feet, as compared to the vol­ 
ume of 2,470,000 of the Los Ange­ 
les.
